“As forceasted in the China Mail, 
the A.DC. is to produce in Decem= 
ber the famous Enseéct. Play. -We 
give below a precis of the play. 

The pessimistic philosophy of 
life whicli inspired the creators of 
this play is not new, but the mane 
nerand media of exnression chosen 
by the authors, the Brothers Capek, 
are somewhit startling jn their 
originality. The insignificance of 
mankind in the scheme of the 
universe and the ultimate futility 
of life as it is lived on our planet 
have been dwelt upon in a 
variety of moods—the melancholy 
of Omar and the . jaundiced 
satire of Schopenhaner recur to 
one’s mind. Here we have 
cynicsm and ‘satire enough, ree 
lieved certainly by the play’s 
engrossing curiosities of expres- 
sion and lightened by a rather 
beautifully produced epilogue 
(‘Death and Life”) visualizing the 
ephemerat existence of the mayfly. 
Life in its carnal, material and 
war-like aspects is successively 
presented, as the title of tke play 
yindicates, hi terms end images-of 
‘the insect world. One. suspects 
(the authors are Czecho-Slovaks) 
that it epitomizes the social history 
of the Slavs and the psychology éf 
their late environment; that it 
reflects their racial antipathy to.the 
fews’and” their rebellion aginst 
Indeed 
it presents life as a series of tyran- 
nies, social, material or industrial. 
lis view of huwran affection and 
the relations of the sexes, seen in 
ithe first act, “ The Butterflies,” is 
notan exalted one;and jt selects 
the Jew as its exemplar of avarice, 
freed and cruelty—attributes not 
! Monopolized by the children of 
Israel. Mr. and Mrs. Beetle with 
their golden pile—" our beautiful 
‘ pile—our little all”—(presently to 
be stolen by the Robber 
Beetle) are shown as 
fattened - profiteers, . ultra-zross 
types of Semitic humanity. 
regarding their wealth with miserly 
solicitude, their only desire being 
to douhie it. The Ichnenrgon fiy..is 
! indicated asa rather elexant Jew of 
the predatory kind, plunging his 
dort into the vitalsaf newly wedd- 
ed Mr. and Mes. Cricket.in.order 
to feed his darling and already 
gorged “larva” ‘In the third act,

j the tyranny of militarism. 


+The Ants,” the industrial and 


military machines, with men in 
their irexorable toils, are expresse 
ed as ‘ants operiting laboratory 
and factory for the production of 
agents of destruction. These ants 
presently go to war with 
other ants; ard, at the moment 


exclaiming “God has blessed 
our cause,” bestows a decoration 
on the Deity. Almost instantly 


the mastery ta the other side, the 
deluded first “ conqueror” js put to 
death and his successor in victory 
hrepeats in exact terms the praise 
and patronage of the Supreme 
Being. The whole thing is in- 
formed with a cynical jrony with, 
tkhroughunt, 2 philosophic human 
tramp as chorus. ‘The play may 
have suffered something (but not

VIEWS OF ATTORNEY-GENERAL. 
In fast Monday’s issne of tie 
China Mail the suggestion was put 


forward that local Justices of the'|. 


Peace might with benefit to the 

community follow the . Home 

custom by taking their seats on the 

Bench. We suggested that there 
at-be we 

~“hundreds of simple cases 
which at present take up the 
time of our paid stipendaries 
and lead to dekiys, which these 
honentred men cond take, All 
that is needed is the competent 
services of a magistrate’s clerk 
or two in an advisory capacity.” 

In this coanection a China Mail 
representative obtained an intere 
view with the Hon. Mr. J. H. Kemp, 
K.C., C.B.E,, Attorney-General. 

Asked whether the "services of 
Justices of the Peace could: not be 
made use of to relieve the 
stipehdiary mayistrates of some of 
vacir duties in the Police Court, 
Mr. Kemp replied: “I do not 
think there is any necessity for 
calling en their services. Ido not 
think they would appreciate the 
task., Morcover, in my opinion, 
aniiteur magistrates are not so 
capable as stipendiary justices, 
who are at the work all the time so 
to speak. Some unofficial local 
justicés of the peace, of course, 
have had a leyil training, but others 
have not.” 

“In England,” continued the 
Attorney-General, “where the ben: 
ch consists of unpaid justices of the 
peace, there is always present a 
Clerk’ to the Justices, who is 
generally a Solicitor, to advise the 
magistrates. There is no such per- 
son here, If we had sucha court 
as proposed, it qualified Clerk to the 
Justices would be needed.” 

USELESS AS CORONERS, 

The suggestion was then made 
that the unofficial. justices might 
devote their time to sitting as 
coroners when occasion demanded,

Mr. Kemp added that, in his 
opinion, two sipendiary magi 
strates could deal

future. 

Mr, Kemo recalled that, when he 
was atthe Magistracy some sixteen 
years ago, the local police courts 
were deating with 16,000 cases 
per annum, which figures showed 
a higher number of cases: per 
magistrate than any __ police 
court in Leadon. with the 
exception of West Ham. Laterthe 
figures cropped to 31,000, but of 
recent years they have again risen, 
being 15,304 in 1930 and 17,374 in 
1921.
